J. Everett Collins Victor over 
| Frank Hardy in Major Upset 


in Close Selectman’s Contest 


Voters Choose School Committeeman as Selectman by 63 Votes and as Assessor 
by 110 Votes—All Other Officers Re-elected by Safe Margins— 
Counting Stopped in Surprise Move—Average Vote 


J. Everett Collins, school committeeman 
for the past year, defeated Frank H. Hardy 
for selectman and essor at the annual 
election Monday in one of the biggest upsets 
in the last decade's local political history, 
The new Town Father had a margin of 63 
votes for selectman and 110 votes for assessor. 
After the election Monday night Mr. Hardy 
stated that he would not petition for a re- 
count, 
| Mr. Collins piled up a lead of 344 votes in 
Precinct one, and though Mr. Hardy led in 
| the other three precincts, the new selectman’s 
jearly lead was sufficiently large to allow 
| him to coast in with a safe margin. The other 
two candidates ran even more poorly than 
| expected, with Mr. Roberts receiving only 
174 and 188 for selectman and assessor 
respectively, and Mr. Holmelund garnering 
; only 70 and 65, the lowest of any candidate 
| for selectman in recent years 
Mr, Collins’ total for selectman was 1918 
jand Mr, Hardy’s 1855. For assessor Mr 
Collins received 1909 and Mr. Hardy 1799. 
| In the selectman race Collins led by 344 in 
| the first precinct to report, Precinct one. 
The returns from this precinct came in about 
7.25, earlier than expected. Ballardvale was 
| not far behind, and here Mr, Hardy gained 
32, cutting Mr. Collins’ lead to 312. Precincts 
three and four came in very late, both arriv- 
ing about 9,25. Shawsheen reported slightly 
|} ahead of the Hill, and in this precinct Mr. 
| Hardy had gained 121 votes, cutting the 
| Collins lead to 191, which virtually clinched 
the election, A few minutes later there was an 
unofficial report that Mr. Collins had won by 
| 63 votes, and then shortly after the returns 
}came in from the Hill, substantiating the 
earlier report, Mr, Hardy gained 128 votes in 
Precinct four

All Others Re-elected 


\ll the other town officers seeking re- 
election won their contests with safe margins. 
Mrs. Annie S. Angus, with 2738 votes, was 
the leading candidate for school committee, 
with Frederick C, Smith and Miss Mary E. C. 
Geagan close behind. Walter I, Morse had a

The total vote was 4084 as compared with 
3924 a year ago. The percentage of the total 
registered vote which went to the polls was 
74.5, as compared with 74.3 in 1934, Shaw- 
sheen village kept the percentage down, with 
only 66.4 percent voting there. Ballardvale 
showed the best record, polling 79.4 percent, 
while Precinct one was close behind with 
78.7. The Hill showed a big improvement over 
1934, rising from 62.2 percent to 76.7, 

The practice used in former days of count- 
ing the votes as the ballots were cast, in 
blocks of fifty, was dispensed with in all the 
precincts except precinct one, where counting 
started at 10.30, One election official in the 
other three precincts voted against counting 
in the old way, and since the vote on this 
matter must be unanimous, no count

For years Andover has been going 
along complacently in the feeling that 
its financial structure has been 
sound than most other towns in Massa- 
chusetts, but these statistics reveal that 
of the 234 towns of over 1,000 popula- 
tion in Massachusetts, Andover is 24th 
from the highest in net debt per capita 
and 15th from the highest in the ratio of 


net debt to assessed valuation. In other | 


words there are over 200 towns better 
off than Andover ts. 

Of especial interest to Andoverites 
who have pointed with scorn to Law- 
rence’s financial condition is the fact 
that Lawrence’s net debt per capita ts 
only 40.18 and Andover’s 51.06, 

The figures contain some other very 
interesting and important information 
which every voter must keep in mind at 
the annual meeting next Monday. Ando- 
ver was one of the fifteen towns in the 
1930 census between 9,000 and 12,000 
population, and while our tax rate was 
among the lowest, our annual tax levy, 
the cost of running our government, was 
sixth highest. That can mean but one 
thing: that our valuations are so high 
that our tax bills, even with a low rate, 
must be correspondingly high in order to 
pay this large governmental expense. It 


is the size of our tax bills and not the} 


size of our rate that should be our chief 


concern. A low rate does not necessarily | 


mean a low tax bill, and therefore every 

one should determine Monday to bring 
the rate down as low as possible so that 
even with our high valuations our tax 
bills will be reasonable.

Lecturer Talks on 
Period Furniture 


The meeting of the November club, held 
on Monday afternoon, was a most interesting, 
instructive and enjoyable one 

After the formal opening of the club and 
the disposal of the regular business, the 
meeting was turned over to the Art depart 
ment which had arranged the program for the 
afternoon. Mrs. F, Tyler Carlton, chairman 
of the department, charmingly attired in a 
quaint old-fashioned costume, introduced the 
speaker of the afternoon, George Francis 
Dow, president of the Topsfield Historical 
society. As the Art department has been 
studying “ Period Furniture and Decoration” 
this season, Mr. Dow’s illustrated lecture, 
“The Furniture of Our Ancestors” was a 
very fitting climax 

Mr. Dow began his lecture with a bit of 
history, turning back to the times of the 
“Mayflower” —reading a list of household 
articles that the early settlers were requested 


to bring with them from England. Very | 


little furniture was brought over, chests 
being the most important articles. Mr. Dow 
also read excerpts from two inventories of 
residents of Ipswich and Lynn dating back 
to 1633 and 1639 which gave a good idea of 
the meager furnishings of the first homes of 
New England. He showed pictures on the 
screen of some of the first homes which were

wooden house and the plain furniture made | 


by the settlers in the crudest, simplest man 
ner, for use and not at all ornamental. As the 
years passed and the people of America grew 
thrifty and prosperous the furniture began 
to take on the styles prevalent in England at 
that time. Wood carvers and furniture makers 


on this side of the ocean had such master} 


craftsmen and designers as Chippendale, 
Hepplewhite and Sheraton to copy, but they 
were obliged to use oak, maple and pine
